Bergdoll said his first trip back 
to the United States was in 1929 
when he returned, by way of Mon- 


treal, using the name of Joseph A. 
Mann and posing as a hotel porter. 

He entered the United States 
through the Rouses Point, N. p 
immigration station, 
night in Trenton, N. J., 
to Philadelphia the next way, 

Hid at Mother’s Home. 

He hid himself at Philadelphia 
in the home of his mother, Mrs. 
Emma Bergdoll, he said, and re- 
turned to Germany on the liner 
Bremen in 1933. 

When he left here to go back to 
Germany, Bergdoll said, he used 
the name of Bennett Nash—the 
mame he used when he returned 
voluntarily last May to surrender 
to the military authorities. 

In October, 1935, Bergdoll testi- 
fied, he sailed from Southampton 
on the Empress of Britain, again 
using the name of Bennett Nash 
and again came into the United 
States by way of Rouse’s Point. He 
was here until October, 1938, he 
said. 

He returned to Europe aboard the 
German liner Europa. 

Bergdoll upset the widely pub- 
licized story of the pot of gold 
buried in a Maryland hillside. It 

was “buried,” he said, in a closet 
in hig mother’s home. 

He had -hidden it, he said, either 
fm 1918 or in 1919, and when he 
recovered it, his mother deposited 
ft with the Philadelphia banking 
firm of Weniger & Co. 

Story Aided in Escape. 

Bergdoll had used a story of 
“buried gold” to effect his escape 
from Castle Williams, the military 
prison on Governors Island, after 
his conviction in the spring of 1920 
on a charge of desertion. 

Military authorities believed him 
when he said he had buried the 
gold in an iron pot, and assigned 
two army sergeants to guard him 
while he went to Maryland to re- 
cover it. Bergdoll and his guards 
stopped in Philadelphia overnight 
and the next day Bergdoll escaped. 

Eugene (“Ike”) Stecher, Berg- 
doll’s former chauffeur, testified to- 
day he and Bergdoll went to Can- 
ada and then to England and Ger- 
many on false passports, but said 
nothing of Bergdoll’s two trips back 
to this country. 

Stecher was the first witness 
ealled after three motions by Harry 
Weinberger, civilian counsel for 
Bergdoll, had been denied. All 
dealt with technical phases of the 
ease. Stecher, now old and crip- 
pied, hobbled into court on crutches. 

Steamship Records. 

Bergdoll’s testimony was tempo- 
rarily interrupted when Weinberg- 
er called a passenger agent of the 
North German Lioyd Line to pro- 
duce company records showing that 
a “Bennett Nash” saild from New 
York aboard the Bremen May 21, 
1933, and occupied room 272. 

Bergdoll testified the second time 
he returned to the United States 
he used the name of John Sparks 
and told Canadian authorities he 
was a native of Winnipeg and want- 
e4 to visit friends in New York for 
aix days. 

When he left aboard the Bremen 
fn 1923, he said, he was not asked 
to state his nationality or the date 
of his entrance into the United 
States. He said he paid 10 cents 
to go on the pier as a visitor and 

once there purchased his passage. 

The army introduced a passport 
application signed by Bergdoll on 
Oct. 1, 1934, in Stuttgart, Germany. 
Bergdoll at that time swore he had 
not been in the United States since 
1920. 

Bergdoll testified that during his 
two visits to his mother’s home he 
did not leave the house, and that 
when callers arrived he went to the 
library onthetopfioor. His broth- 
er, Erwin, he said, drove him to 
Trenton when each visit termir-at- 
ed. There he took train for New

ily small.” 

“Tell the British and French gov- 
ernmenis we are holding out,” said 
a special message broadcast to the 
‘Polish Ambassadors in London and 
Paris. ““‘We expect aid will be forth- 
coming from our allies. The city 
is razed but we live on. 

“The Nazi invaders, enraged by 
our resistance,. are systematically 
burning, shelling and bombing ev- 
ery living human being or animal. 


“They are making this an inferno 
on earth apparently intending to 
wipe us out to the last man, woman 
and child.” 


“Warsaw is one big ruin,” the 
announcer said, adding that the last 
24 hours had been the most tragic 
of all “and still there seems more 
to come.” 

At 2:45 p. m,. the 
shouted: “Here come more than 
200 planes, blackening the sky. 
They are dropping heavy bombs on 
to already ruined buildings in the 
center of the city. 

Food Supply Nearly Exhausted. 
“There is hardly a street in which 
it is possible to walk,” because of 
high-piled wreckage, he said, add- 
ing that food reserves were almost 
exhausted and “we all are tighten+ 
ing our belts to resists.”

No official“ comment was forth- 
coming on the conference, which 
continued into the early morning. 


Differences Over Poland. 


Informed quarters said sharp 
differences of opinion had pre- 
vailed in Germany regarding the 
Polish situation. 

A strong group of Nazis close 
to Goering, it was said, favored 
complete elimination of Poland 
and establishment of a Ruséssian- 
German frontier. 

A more moderate group was re- 
ported to favor creation of a Pol- 
ish buffer state between the Reich} 
and the Soviet. 

Those opposing elimination of 
Poland as an independent state 
argued that millions of foreign na- 
tionals would be incorporated into 
Germany, which would be contrary 
to Hitler’s often-voiced principles. 
These principles, it was pointed 
out, on the other hand, were vio- 
lated before the creation of the 
Bohemian-Moravian protectorate in 
the dissolution of Czecho-Slovakia. 
Arguments of the group favor- 
ing dissolution of the Polish state 
apparently culminated in a desire 
to establish unhampered communi- 
cation lines with Russia and its 
great natural resources. 

Moreover, this group maintained, 
an independent Poland, with its 
memories of defeat at the hands 
of Germany, would be a constant 
source of unrest and a hotbed of 
Polish agitation for revival of the 
republic. 

Hitler summoned Von Ribben- 
trop and Goering into conference 
immediately on his return to Ber- 
lin last night.

fications are purely defensive, of-| ys 


fering protection against approach- 
ing enemies but also providing ob- 
stacles to German armies wishing 
to charge opposing lines from the 
stronghold. 

Seeing the inside and outside of 
the west wall with the first group 
of Americans ever permitted within 
these guarded precincts has demon- 
strated to me that German strategy 
in building this fortifications zone 
centered on three questions: 

How can bombing attacks be nul- 
lified ? 

How can tanks be prevented 
from invading this zone? 

, How can artillery fire be so dif- 
fused as to make big gaps in the 
west wall impossible? 

Differs From Maginot Line. 

Germany has developed a system 
of fortifications which differs es- 
sentially from the French Maginot 
line in its depth. 

The defenses go back as far as 
35 miles from the frontier and con- 
sist of a maze of criss-crossed con- 
crete and steel obstructions, pill 
boxes or. bunkers camouflaged into 
the landscape and fortress-like bat- 
tlements invisible to the eye. | 

Roughly speaking, the west wall 
is a system of four lines of defense. 
The first two are for infantry and 
artillery. The third and fourth are 
for anti-aircraft defenses. The first 
line is so thickly studded with con- 
crete blocks and bunkers that in 
an area a half mile wide and one 
and one-half miles long we counted 
70 pill boxes, each connected under- 
ground with the others. 

Each of these bunkers is so ar- 
ranged that firing from one criss- 
crosses the fire from another. 
Hence, even if one. were silenced, 
others spitting their fire simul- 
taneously might prevent the enemy 
from entering the breach. 

Germans believe they have im- 
proved on the Maginot line by 
spreading out innumerable units 
with each unit capable of function- 
ing independently, yet communicat- 
ing with the others for synchron- 
ized action, 

Obstacles for Tanks. 

The concrete and steel blocks are 
so irregular that it is believed no 
tanks could force their way across 
them. Moreover, the pill boxes are 
camouflaged so that aviators have 
difficulty in finding them. 

Surrounding. the entire fortifica- 
tions are steel-plated fortresses at 
danger points, 

The inspection was a revelation. 


It was explained that if by re- 
mote chance an enemy should come 
in through some door, machine 
guns would finish him. To make 
sure no enemy observer could de- 
tect the units of this diffused for- 
tification system, gardeners plant 
shrubs and trees in such a Manner 
that within six weeks after the 
planting the distance watcher could 
not make out the hidden defenses, 

Purpose of Fortifications. 

German officers told me that 
their preparations had left nothing 
undone to smash any attempt of 
Britain or France to break through 
these neutral countries. 

But from the German side of the 
border I saw no signs that these 
two countries were making prepa- 
rations which might indicate fear 
of a German attack. 

During the visit to the front, we 
were unable to see that Belgium 
or Luxembourg had: taken precau- 
tions to protect themselves against 
Germany along the very frontier 
from which the Germans poured 
into both countries in August, 1914. 

We drove along roads skirting 
the Belgium frontier within 10 feet, 

Along 100 miles of the Belgium- 
Luxembourg border we saw only 
six persons in uniform. They were 
Belgian customs officials. 

We did not encounter a single 
German tank or any indieqtion of 
an impending attack, 

But we did see plenty of Gérman 
troops engaged in artillery practice, 
in infantry maneuvers in sham bat- 
tles with an imaginary enemy, in 
antiaircraft practice, in signal 
corps drill. German officers ex- 
plained that these merely were ex- 


ercises. 
Troops at Belgian Border. 

Germans in Berlin said the mass 
ing of German troops along the 
Belgium-Luxembourg border was a 
precaution against any British or 
French design to seek a “soft front” 
for invasion of Germany. They said 
it would be against German inter- 
ests to conduct a war so close to 
its vital Ruhr mines and industries. 

None of the cities through which 
we passed, notably Cologne, 
Aachen, or Trier, had been enrptied 
of their civil inhabitants, nor were 
any of the numerous villages 
through which we rode on our 200- 
mile journey.

LONDON, Sept. 27 (AP).—Britain 
today levied on its citizens the heav- 
iest taxes they ever have known 
to meet an estimated £2,000,000,000 
($7,920,000,000) outlay in the cur- 
rent financial year, greatly swelied 
by the costs of war against Ger- 


many. 

Sir John Simon, Ghancellor of the 
Exchequer, presenting his first war 
budget in the House 6f Commons. 
announced the standard income tax 
rate for the rest. of the fiscal year 
—ending March 31—would be 35 
per cent and for the 1940-41 year 
37.5 per cent. 

The rates are to be seven shillings 
in the pound ($1.37 in $3.96) until 
March 31°and seven shillings s1x 
pence ($1.48) thereafter. 


shillings six pence, or 27.5 per cent. 
Items Quickly Adopted. 

The House, without a record 
vote, quickly ‘‘edupted essential 
_arts of the budget, putting them 
into effect immediately. ‘TMese in- 
cluded the increases in the income 
tax and taxes on tobacco, sugar, 
beer, wines and spirits. 

Sir John also announced heavier 
burdens on persons at both ends of 
the tax-paying scale, lowering the 
exemptions et which taxation be- 
gins and raising the surtax, which 
is levied on incomes of more than 
£2000 ($7920). 

Under the 4940-41 surtax sched- 
ule, a man with an income of 
more than £30,000 ($118,800) must 
pay 82.5 per cent on income above 
that figure. 

The lowered exemptions mean 
that single persons pay tax on in- 
come above £100 ($396); married 
persons without children on income 
above £170 ($694). The allowance 
for each child was decreased from 
£60 ($238) to £50 ($198).

At.the same time Sir John levied

put it, “all down the line’’—on beer, 
whisky, tobacco, sygar, ~ wines, 
death duties, income surtaxes and 
excess ‘profits.

‘Eye-Witness” Gives Hoimetolie Charming

LONDON, Sept. 27.—-The British 
public in one way or another is 
able to read a great deal about 
what the Germans and, Russians 
have done and perhaps still are do- 
ing to the Poles, It received some 
information as ‘to what the French 
are doing to the Germans on the 
Western front. There are occasion- 
al items of news as to British suc-' 
cesses or British losses at sea. 

As. to what th> British army is 
doing in Fr -e, the public in this 
country learned thé following, writ- 
ten by the one correspondent so far 
permitted to cross the Channel and 
issued to the world press by the 
Ministry of Information. 

“By ‘Eyewitness’.” 

‘SOMEWHERE ' IN’ FRANCE— 
The, first British artillery units to 
reach France are now installed. 

“When I called at the headquar- 
ters of one of the units, they in- 
vited me to tea in their beautiful 
country house. It was a completely 
English meal—tea, bréad and but- 
ter, potted meat, jams, cake and 
biscuits. A mail bag had just ar- 
rived, and the officers were sorting 
their letters. Although they are 
living in what. would normally be 
regarded as a particularly inacces- 
sible part of the countryside, they 
made no complaint’ about having 
to do without tneir home comforts.

RUMANIA WORRIED 
OVER BESSARABIA 


Troops Stationed. Against 
Possible Russian Invasion 
—Bucharest Willing to 


Placate Bulgaria. 


BUCHAREST, Sept. 27 (AP). — 


‘| With eyes on Moscow for some sign 


of sponsorship of a strong neutral- 
ity bloc in the Balkans, Europe’s 
southeastern capitals — especially 
Bucharest—worked feverishly and 
apprehensively today to ease  aijll 
possible causes of conflict. 

Diplomatic circles in this Ruman- 
ian capital reported negotiations 
were under way at Moscow, on the 
initiative of Turkey, for Soviet Rus- 
sian and Italian guarantees of the 


Balkan status quo. 

Turkish Foreign Minister Sukru 
Saracogiu, now in the Soviet capi- 
tal, was said in these quarters to be 
discussing final terms of the pro- 
posed pact with Premier-Foreign 
Commissar Vyacheslav Molotox. 

Apprehensiveness over Russia’s 
Intentions, however, persisted 
among Rumanians—an uneasiness 
fed by rumors of Soviet troops 
massed along the Dneister River 
and prepared to seize Bessarabia at 
the opportune moment. The For- 
eign Office sought to allay these 
fears with denials. 


No Significant Change. 

Neutral foreign sources’ said 
there were no authentic reports to 
indicate any significant change in 
the last few days along the Ru- 
manian-Russian frontier, now great- 
ly expanded by the Red Army’s 
sweep into Poland. 

The strength of the Soviet bor- 
der forces was not known, but large 
numbers of troops were said to 
have been in position along the 
Dniester, which forms the Bessara- 
bian border, since the outbreak of 
the German-Polish war. However, 
to date, they were said to have 
made no aggressive moves. 

(Bessarabia, formerly part of the 
Russian empire, was joined to Ru- 
mania in 1918. Its area is 17,140 
square miles and its population 2,- 
350,000.) 

Observers estimated 50,000 Ru- 
manian soldiers were in position 
along Bessarabia’s river boundary, 
watchful against the moment the 
reported neutrality talks might fail. 

Rumanians feared any Soviet 
sejzure of Bessarabia might be fol- 
lowed by Hungarian attempts to 
occupy Translyvania and Bulgarian 
attempts to occupy Dobruja, both 
lost to Rumania in the World War’s 
territorial shuffle. 

Translyvania and Dobruja. 

(Transylvania was formerly a 
province of Hungary. It consists of 
21,000 square miles and has a popu- 
lation of 2,678,000. Rumanian 
forces invaded Transylvania in 
1916, immediately on the declara- 
tion of war with Austro-Hungary. 

(Dobruja, population 387,000 and 
area 9000 square miles, was invaded 
by Bulgaria when she declared war 
on Rumania in 1916, but Rumanian 
possession of the area was con- 
firmed in the treaty of Neuilly. 
Dobruja and Bessarabia form Ru- 
mania’s Black Sea _ coast, while 
Transylvania is land-bound.) 

Rumania was reported willing to 
make a token rectification of the 
Rumanian-Bulgarian boundary to 
win Bulgaria’s participation in the 
proposed neutrality plan. Hungary 
was understood to be willing to 
waive her claim to Transylvania, 
provided she obtained a guarantee 
of her present territorial integrity 
As compensation for Rumanian- 
Bulgarian frontier rectification, Ru- 
mania was said to have requested 
Russia to recognize Rumanian s0v- 
ereignty over Bessarabia. 

Reported Russian Desire. 
Russia’s interest in the proposed 
neutrality pact lay in her desire to 
insure the Balkans and Eastern 
Mediterranean against German 
dominance. Such a pact, it was 
said, also would protect Italy in her 
Southeastern European interests. 
A survey of authorities and ob- 
servers of the Balkan situation 
showed a clear-cut divergence of 
opinion as to Southeastern Europe's

One school believed that Russia, 
having occupied Eastern and South- 
ern Poland without opposition, was 
prepared to take advantage of dis- 
turbed European affairs by seizing 
Bessarabia. 

These observers supposed that 
Moscow was confident her armies 
could overcome Rumanian resist- 
ance quickly, and that other nations 
would refrain from action. 


Conflicting Interests. 


Another school contended the 
conflicting interests of Germany 
and Russia in the Balkans and on 
the Black Sea would prevent the 
Soviet from taking aggressive ac- 
tion regarding Bessarabia unless 
Germany’s war with Great Britain 
and France in the west created an 
extremely favorable and riskless cp- 
portunity. 

Rumania’s claim to Bessarabia 
goes back to 1599, when its integral 
part, the principality of Modlovia, 
was united with Walachia and 
Transylvania under Michael the 
Brave to form Rumania. 

Imperial Russia annexed Bessara- 
bia in 1812, but under terms of the 
Crimean War peace treaty of i856 
Bessarabia was returned to Ruma- 
nia. There was another Russian 
annexation of the area after the 
Russ0-Turkish war (1877-78), and 
Russia held it until 1917. 

With the Russian Revoluticn. 
Bessarapia, Poland, Finland, Lithu- 
ania and Estonia declared their in- 
dependence of Moscow, and _ the 
Bessarabian National Assembly vot- 
ed in April, 1918, to unite with Ru- 
mania. 

The Allied Powers sustained Ru- 
mania’s right to Bessarabia on geo- 
graphical, ethnological, historical 
and economic grounds.

It is possible, of course, that the 
apparent majority as of today will 
melt away under pressure. Such 
a contingency has always got to 
be taken into account where the 
opposing pressure from the outside 
is as vigorous and as emotional as 
it is in this fight over the best 
way to safeguard the peace of the 
United States. Also to be remem- 
bered is the fact that the opposi- 
tion to repeal is led by some of the 
best debaters of the Senate. Borah, 
Johnson, Clark of Missouri, La Fol- 
lette, Vandenberg and Nye com- 
pose a redoubtable group.

The fact remains, despite the 
flood of protests against repeal and 
despite the ability, sincerity and 
staying qualities of the Senators 
just named, that the chances favor 
lifting of the embargo.

to Germany Under Barter 
Deal Arranged With 
Mexico.

But if 
excessive shipments were to go to 
Italy from Mexico, then the British 
would naturally become interested.

Many of the messages to Con- 
gress demanding retention of the 
embargo have come from persons 
of obvious sincerity who have ac- 
cepted on faith, without looking into 
the other side, the argument that 
repeal of the embargo would be a 
step towdrd war.

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THE ELECTION BOARD VACANCY. 

The death of William H. Woodward confronts Gov.

OME people believed that Hitler could 
S be induced by certain limited concessions, 

made dependent on his fulfillment of cer- 
tain specified conditions, to change his meth- 
ods of procedure and limit his aims. Ger- 
many would then cease to figure as a ‘trou- 
blemaker and would fit into a new interna- 
tional equilibrium, so the theory went. 

The fact is, of course, that the whole form 
of reasoning outlined above rested on false 
assumptions. It grossly exaggerated the 
importance of economic considerations in 
the German situation and overlooked its ir- 
rational or non-rational motivations. Many 
obseryers failed to notice Nazi-ism’s disin- 
tegrating revolutionary tendencies. 
especially was overlooked was the move- 
ment’s anti-moral background, which was 
what gave it is peculiar destructive power. 

It is important to realize that Germany 
adopted the goal of economie self-contain- 
ment not for economic or social reasons but 
for reasons having to do with national pow- 
er—or, more exactly, national defense,

The Nazi thesis runs as follows: 
Numerically, the German nation is, next 


to Russia, the largest in Europe. But her in- 


adequate territory bars her from “full sov- 
ereignty” as a “world people.” In peaceful 
times, Germany, of course, could easily 
cover her raw material requirements. But 
in time of war her dependence on the world 
market makes her fatally wéek. 

With the énormous. development that has 
taken place in technical instruments of 
warfare, she no longer can prosecute a war 
on several fronts with any prospect of suc- 
cess. Her ability to employ her great tech- 
nical and military capacities breaks down 
on the single circumstance that she is de- 
pendent economically on foreign nations. 
Attainment of her “full” status as a “world 
people” seems thus to be denied to Germany 
for all time, and she is condemned to play 
second fiddie to a numerically smaller na- 
tion like Great Britain, and even to France, 
who has a colonial empire and free access to 
the open séa. 

The distinctive trait of a “world people,” 
continues the Nazi argument, is its complete 
freedom of political action. The United 
States has this freedom. So have the Brit- 
ish Empire, Russia and (though to a some- 
what lesser extent) France. If Germany 
wants to keep company with those Powers 
and not rest satisfied in a posi- 
tion, she has to adjust herself in terms of 
power to the present-day significance of

“Lebensraum,” the space required by 4 
nation for living, is not, in Nazi terminol- 
ogy, the mere space sufficient for subsistence 
under a system of free exchange of goods. 
It means a domain sufficiently comprehen- 
sive to provide Germany with “absolute” 
freedom of action. The limits, of that do- 
main expahds automatically as the require- 
ments of modern warfare expand. 

To become truly “sovereign” under postwar 
conditions Germany sought to expand the 
domain under her control eastward as far as 
the Caucasus and including the Ukraine, and 
westward as far as the open sea. She need- 
ed the oil of Caucasus, the minerals of the 
Ukraine and the grain of Hungary and Ru- 
mania; also she must have the steel of 
Northern France; control of the shore line 
of Belgium, Holland and Northern France, 
and the colonial domains at present belong- 
ing to those countries. In this policy the 
law of the minimum controls; for the sound- 
ness of the policy varies with that factor, 
not with the maximum. 
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Such are the ideas of National Socialism.

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Hitler Pays for His Polish Victory 


HE big news of the past week 
|: the disclosure that Hitler 
has had to pay a very much 
bieger price for Stalin's help than 
had generally been supposed. What 
we have learned does not modify 
the view that Stalin conspired to 
precipitate the war. But it may 
modify the view that he has made 
an alliance to help Hitler win the 
rar. 
Yaa that we see how far west is 
the Russian line of occupation, it 
js very much easier to understand 
what Hitler meant when he said at 
Danzig: “Germany’s aims are very 
limited. We have talked about 
them with the Russians.” For the 
line of occupation which he has 
conceded to Stalin is much farther

This may ex- 
plain why King Carol] has dared to 
crush the revolt so ruthlessly, and 
why Berlin has accepted the execu- 
tion of its agents with a meekness 
that no one could have believed 
Possible a month ago. 

It looks as if the Rumanian Nazis 
in desperation, realizing 
hey had been abandoned by Ber- 
lin, and that King Carol struck 
back at them so savagely, knowing 
that the Russian army be- 
tween him and Hitler’s vengeance. 

This may explain also why the 
Poles do not invoke the Anglo- 
French guarantee as against the 
Russian invasion, and why Cham- 
berlain and Daladier seem so much 
less perturbed about the future 
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than either Hitler himself or Mus- 
solini. They may perhaps feel that 
though they have an ugly war on 
their hands, Hitler has lost the 
war in Eastern Europe. He has, 
as Mussolini puts it, “liquidated” 
Poland, but in the process he has 
had to liquidate also the great de- 
sign of a Pan-Germany extending 
from the Baltic to the Balkans. 


There have always been two the- 
ories about Hitler. The one has 
been that though he is fanatical in 
his purposes and his tactical meth- 
ods, his strategic decisions have 
been cool, shrewd and calculating. 
The other theory has been that his 
fanaticism is stronger and deeper 
than his calculation, that he has 
been shrewd and clever oniy as long 
as he was not resisted and that 
once firmly opposed he would be- 
come utterly desperate and reck- 
less. 


Recent events strongly support 
this second theory. If we put to- 
gether what we now see that he 
has conceded to Stalin with what 
we can learn about his state of 
mind from the reports of the Erit- 
ish Ambassador, Sir Nevile Hender- 
son, we see a man who had reached 
a point where he felt he had to 
have war with Poland at any price. 


He knew it meant war with Brit- 
ain and France. He knew it meant 
admitting Russia into the richest 
parts of what was supposed to be 
the German “living space.” He 
knew he could get British support 
for negotiations about Danzig and 
the Corridor. But he could not 
think about these things. 

Marshal Goering, who is a much 
more normal] character, appears in 
the accounts as admitting he can- 
not restrain Hitler. Hitler was pos- 
sessed with an uncontrollable fury 
against the Poles, and his mind was 
ablaze with excitement about Polish 
persecutions and Polish atrocities, 
especially, it is interesting to note, 
about six alleged cases of sexual 
atrocities. 


There is no reason to suspect the 
essential truth 6f Sir Nevile Hen- 
derson’s reports. For they ere 
consistent with Hitler’s actions, as 
now revealed, in sacrificing Pan- 
Germanism in order to crush | the 
Poles. They show that he had to 
have his vengeance on the Poles, 
regardless of the consequences to 
Germany and to himself. 


The man is a genius, but he is 
close to madness. As he reiterated 
again and again to Sir Nevile Hen- 
derson and publicly in the Danzig 
speech, he cannot wait for any- 
thing. He has no patience and he 
is desperate. 


So he will not wait three vears 
or four years or seven years, as he 
said he would. He cannot wait, and 
we shall almost certainly see some 
desperate and horrible attempt to 
break down the resistance which 
encircles him more closely than 
ever. 
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Obviously, every interpretation of 
this swift and sigantic, but largely 
hidden, drama must be taken with 
great reserve. We can only draw in- 
ferences from the known facts, and 
speculate on their implication. 

We may perhaps speculate a lit- 
tle further by asking ourselves what 
might be expected to happen if Hit- 
ler now seeks a decision on the 
Western front, either by striking 
through Holland and Belgium in 
order to separate the British and 
French, or by trying to break 
through the Maginot line. 


Suppose that he fails to win de- 
cisively, and in failing has to sac- 
rifice the flower of his army, that 
is to say a large part of his rela- 
tively small supply of adequately 
trained officers and elite troops. 
Where would he be then, with the 
Allied blockade intact on the West 


in the East? Will he invite the 
Russians to cross Germany to fight 
as his allies in the West? What 
price would he have to pay fer 
their help? 

And if, on the other hand, he has 
failed in the West, the Russian in- 
fluence in the East will become 
continually greater, and not only 
in the Russian zone of occupation. 
For it will spread into Hungary, 
Bohemia and Moravia, Yugoslavia 
and then perhaps into Austria it- 
self,

Tf so, then the time’ may come 
when the German army will find 
that Hitler’s war in the West 
means that Germanys “living 
space,” and perhaps even Ger- 
many itself, must fall under Rus- 
sian influence. 

We might then see the German 
people, and particularly their army, 
in a situation where the fall of 
Hitler is their only protection 
against Bolshevism. We may then 
see the fruition of very tentative 
and unofficial conversations that 
took place in the months before 
the war began, conversations with 
army officers and conservative Ger- 
mans, looking toward some sort of 
Allied assurance to the German 
army that if ever it disposed of 
Hitler it would be supported in de- 
fending Germany against Boishe- 
vization. , 

This is only a speculation. But 
I do not think it is an altogethe 
idle speculation. :

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27 (AP) —

Asked at a press conference 
whether she was less of a pacifist 
than formerly, Mrs. Rogsevelt said 
she never had been a pacifist in 
the sense that she did not believe 
in defending her own country, but 
that she was just as anxious as 
ever to see this country remain at’ 
peace, 

When a reporter asked Mrs. 
Roosevelt if she did not think the 
foreign situation would “almost in- 
sure a third term for the Presi- 
dent,” she replied that the ques- 
tioner would have to ask her hus- 
band. She said she personally could 
not see why the present situation 
should have any bearing on the 
question. 

Mrs. Roosevelt laughed when 
asked whether the President ever 
called her down or picked on her 
about her newspaper columns. She 
said the President never had said 
a word about a thing she wrote. 
As for occasions on which she and 
the President have expressed things 
in very much the same way, Mrs. 
Roosevelt said that was natural 
when they were enormously inter- 
ested in the»same things, discussed 
everything and argued about many 
things. 

She said they don’t just sit at 
meals and look at each other. They 
talk. She added, however, that she 
had never tried to influence’ the 
President in anything he did, and 
that he had not tried to influence 
her. Both, she said, take it for 
granted that the other will do what 
he or she considers the right thing.

Chief—95 Parochial and Private Build- 
ings Inspected for Hazards. 


City firemen began an inspection 
of 95 parochial and private schools 
today to determine whether any 
have fire hazards, on the order of 
Prosecuting Attorney James P. Fin- 
negan, 

In the 150 public schools, where 
an inspection of hazards has been 
completed, fire drills are again 
making an appearance after an ab- 
sence of many years. The drills, a 
common practice in schools in other 
large cities, were recommended by 
Fire Chief Lawrence Cornoyer. It 
had been the theory of school au- 
thorities here that the regular dis- 
missal formations had the practical 
effect of a fire drill. 

The inspection of hazards in pub- 
lic schools, results of which will not 
be finally tabulated for two weeks, 
caused the re-establishment of fire 
drills. A point stressed in the drills 
is that once started on their way 


out of school neither teachers nor 
children are to turn back for some 


forgotten article. Such a return 
causes confusion in otherwise Or- 
derly ranks and may result in the 
person being trapped in a burning 
building, it was explained. 

Changes that might be made in 
public schools to increase safety 
were discussed yesterday by Su- 
perintendent of Instruction Henry 
J. Gerling, School Building Com-

Prosecutor at Bath, N. Y., Says

BATH, N. Y., Sept. 27 (AP).—A 
father of two children pleaded not 
guilty of first-degree murder yes- 
terday in the killing of Evelyn 
Reed, 13 years old, Penn Yan, N. Y. 

County Attorney King said Nor- 
man Wheelock, 26, Prattsburg, N. 
Y., had made a “full confession, 
both oral, and written,” that he 
“enticed the girl into his automo- 
bile when she was on the way 
home from school,” a week ago 
and took her to a wooded spot 
near Branchport, N. Y., where he 
criminally attacked her. 

The body of the junior high 
school honor student, clad in a 
plaid jacket but lacking a dress 
and underskirt, King said, was 
found Monday, after a_ six-day 
search by State police, CCC en- 
rollees and fellow students. 

Wheelock, son of the owner of 
an independent telephone company, 
which employs him as a lineman, 
was arrested less than an hour 
after the girl’s body was found. 

Coroner James J. Sanford said 
the girl had been killed by “a 
sharp instrument, which penetrated 
her brain.” 

King said Wheelock had served 
a sentence in Attica State Prison 
for an assault committed in 1934.

Pew said this policy was not 
designed to discourage filling sta- 
tion operators from taking rival 
gasolines. Instead, he insisted, it 
was intended to meet the additional 
cost of delivering to dealers han- 
dling two or more brands. These 
dealers on the whole, he said, 
bought smaller amounts from his 
company tkan did stations handling 
its products exclusively.

But 
they fail to realize that women can be taught to be the very best pos- 
sible sales managers for their husbands, whether the latter be dentists, 
or purveyors of merchandise. If a wife isn’t sold on her husband's occu- 
pation or his merchandise, she may lower his enthusiasm and Inundate 
his morale seven days per week. Millions of dollars spent for morale 
building may prove largely ineffective if the wives have not been equally 
well sold on the company and its products.

A Disease of 
Young People 


But Doctor Tells of Type 
Not Uncommon Among 
Older Persons,

EPTIC ulcer, or, as it is now 
so generally called, ulcer of the 
stomach, is essentially a disease 
of younger people. In a large series 
of patients, most of the cases 
among women occurred between 


the ages of 15 and 256, and in men 


from 25 to 35. 

When the symptoms of ulcer oc- 
cur in elderly people, or, indeed, the 
symptoms of any stomach disorder, 
the suspicion of cancer or gall blad- 
der trouble, not ulcer, is aroused. 
But there is a type of ulcer that is 
not uncommon among elderly peo- 
ple; it is named by Soper, “arterio- 
sclerotic ulcer.” It is small and the; 
usual symptoms of ulcer, such as 
hunger pain and relief by food, are 
absent. Instead, the patient com- 
plains of “gas” and Vague indiges- 
tion. It is unquestionably due to pri- 
mary damage of the blood vessels— 
the ulcer itself is secondary. 

The treatment is different from 


‘jordinary ulcer. The diet should not 


consist of the high caloric, high 
cholesterol regimen, For such cases 
a special diet list has been formu- 
lated, and it has proved very effica- 
cious. The trouble, under this diet, 
heals within four to six weeks, as a 
rule. The diet is protective in char- 


‘facter, with a low cholesterol con- 


tent. Alkalis, such as soda bicar- 
bonate, which are used so often in 
the common type of ulcer, are not 
employed. Sometimes small doses of 
thyroid extract can be given. 

The diet is as follows: 

Breakfast—One glass cool water 
upon arising (drink slowly); cream 
of wheat, farina, corn flakes: 
breakfast food in juice of stewed 
fruit; egg albumin in orange juice; 
grapefruit juice and honey; toast 
and oleo; fruit jellies; certain 
beverages. 

At 11:00 a. m.—One glass cool 
water. 

Lunch—Select from the follow- 
ing list: minced chicken, turkey 
or squab, without dressing; scraped 
beef mixed with the white of an 
egg and broiled; envelope steak; 


fresh baked fish (avoid skin and 


sauce); canned vegetables and 
fruits; etrained vegetables; rice, 
well cooked: potatoes, well mashed: 
thin dry toast and oleo; fruit 
jellies; fruit ices with meringue; 
gelatin; angel food cake or any 
light dessert made without egg 
yolk; all desserts made with white 


of egg 


At 4-5 p. m—One glass: cool 


water. 

Dinner—Same as lunch. 

No meat soups or gravies. All 
food must be well cooked. Avoid 
all condiments, such as mustard, 
horseradish, catsup, pepper, etc. 
Avoid hot foods and drinks. Use 
sugar and salt in moderation. 
Drink cool. water (slowly), as often 
as desired,

OOD penmanship is a fine ac- 

complishment. No matter how 

fine the writing machines may 
be, handwriting will always be a 
serviceable, an indispensable art 
that everyone can possess. We can- 
not all become experts, but every 
one of us can learn to write clear- 
ly, and with some regard to beauty:
